Doctor Would Free Men 
for War and Train U.S. 
cal mKES 


[BY CA TO THE CHICAGO | TRIBUNE. ), 
AVORD AVIATION SCHOOL, PARIS, 
June 18.—* Since the United States is 
‘tow “allied with France fighting Ger- 
many, I am violently opposed to Amer- 
ican youths coming to France to act as 
ambulance drivers. Their duty is with 
the American army shouldering a rifle 
—American women in plefity are capable 
of driving ambulances here, and we can 
get all we need to replace the young men 
now driving,”’ Dr. Edmond Gros, Amer- 
ican physician in charge of the Amer- 
fican ambulance drivers and American 
aviators, said yesterday in a speech be- 
fore French officers commanding the 
world's biggest aviation training school. 
“ Before America entered the war vol- 
untary enlistments of young Americans 
as ambulance drivers were patriotic and 
commendable,” Dr. Gros continued. 
‘But now that we are fighting, too, the 
place for young men is in the army. 
“Let the Americans beyond the age 
limit and the women operate ambulances 
women can drive automobiles as well 
as men, and there are plenty of them 
anxious to come te France and do it.” 


‘Urge U. 8. Take School. 

Dr. Gros proceeded to unfold a plan, 
which he intimated French authorities 
favor, that the United States should not 
Waste precious time trying to start to 
build, organize, and operate hig aviation 
training schools immed@ately but should 
take over from the French government 
some plant—Avord, for example—where 
codperating with the French officers the 
United States could train pilots by the 
hundreds. | | 

Dr. Gros’ favors the United States ob& 
“taining the Avord plant and using it to 
train Americans and letting the French 
pupils be transferred to other schools 
for training. Already all Americans 
learning to fly receive a preliminary 
course at Avord, finishing up at Pau. 


1,000 Planes at School. 


* Whew you inspect Avord school, see 
jts enormous size, and then realize that 
only about 1,000 aeroplanes are here you 
can see how ridiculous it is for the people 
of America to talk about 40,000 and 100,- 
000 pilots being turned out within a short 
time,’’ Dr. Gros continued. “ It probably 
would take at least three years to or- 
ganfze and perfect a school like Avord in 
the United States, and that is three 
years wasted at a period when time is 
extremely precious. 

‘‘ Another thing, here in France there 
are many practice aeroplanes for begin- 
ners and pupils—obsolete aeroplanes bat- 
tered at the front. In America there 
are not a thousand machines for begin- 
ners. 

“ We need all the pilots we can get, and 
as air superiority over the Germans be- 
comes more marked so is victory has-

Under the existing law the banks had 
until next November to divert that por- 
tion of thefr reserves with other banks 
to the federal reserve banks. .The 
amendments advance the date and the 
diversion of this gold to the _Teserve | 
banks is ordered at once. 


Expect Many Banks to Join. 


and state banks are expected to come 
in under the amendments. These insti- | 
tutions will bring into the reserve sys- 
tem billions of additional reserves. 
With their addition officials believe the 
financial system of the country will be 
as nearly impregnable as it can be made. 

The institutions may join the system 
with the privilege of withdrawing at any 
time upon a year’s notice—a privilege 
not granted them by the unamended 
law—or they may, by depositing a por- 
tion of their reserves with a federal re- 
serve bank, become members of the fed- 
eral reserve clearance system. 


Resources Are 16 Billions. 

The federal reserve system at present 
includes in its membership less than 
100 state banks and trust companies. 
Resources of the system approximate 
$16,000,000,000, or about one-half of the 
total banking resources of the country. 
This figure is expected to be increased 
perhaps as much as 50 per cent during 
the coming year. 

Another amendment facilitates the 
establishment of branches of federal re- 
serve banks by simplifying the organs 
zation of the branches and decreasing 
the expense.

OR a great many years, and possi- 
bly today in some localities, a good 
sized tin plate with a straight up 
rim was called a Washington ple 

tin. Teday we call these plates layer 
cake tins, or we might call them torte
